hs Before Case Opens ~ 


2—The revolution in Hayti has tri- 
umphed. President Antonine Simon 
fied the capital today and took ref- 
uge on board the Haytien cruiser 
Seventeenth of Decembar, formerly 
the yacht American. With him are 
his wife and children and a number 
of his followers. 
On all sides the capital is invested 
by followers of Gen. Firmin, one of 
the revolutionary leaders. The city 
is in the hands of a committee of 
safety and there is no general disor- 
der. Foreign interests are believed 
to be secure. : 
The departure of the aged Presi- 
dent was not without disorder, for as 
he was embarking, there was a riot- 
us demonstration in which his cham- 
berlain, Deputy Prin of Jeremie, and 
five other persons were killed and 
Clementina Simon, his daughter and 
six other persons wounded. 
The injuries of Miss Simon are 


slight. 
VIOLENCE TO WOMAN. 

As Simon and his daughter reached 
the wharf, there was a rush from the 
cro” dad which hed gathered to witness 
the departure. Misa Simon was the 
center of attack and several women, 
howling and shrieking, succeeded in 
pulling off hee hat. 

Chief of Police Saint Lo rushed to 
the rescue and led the young woman 
toward the schooner, the Bradford C. 
French. On the gang plank, Deputy 
Prin offered his arm to Miss Simon. 
As he did so, an enraged man 
rushed up and, pressing the barrel of 
his rifle intothe deputy’s face, shot 
and killed him. 

Firing became general and before it 
ceased, five other persons had been 
killed and six wounded. 
When the Presidential party had 
boarded the schooner, it ran out in- 
tothe Rarbor and alongside the Sev- 
teenth of Decembre, on which they 
took refuge.

President Simon left the palace this 
afternoon after he had been informed

The Supreme Court disagreed with 
this contention. In an opinion written 
| by Justice Melvin and concurred tn 
_by Justices Shaw, Sloss and Lorjgan, 
it upholds the lower court. 

The rule of the common law that 
such imprisonment is not a punish- 
ment but a means of enforcing 
obedience to the sentence of the law is 
queted and adopted. 

Justice Angelletti dissented on the 
ground that in his opinion the max- 
imum jail sentence which could be 
Impored was five days. Justice Hen- 
shaw agreed with him. 

In arguing this point the «ther 
justices declared that to hold such a 
view would be to make the law on 
contempt of little use.
